Works for nothing; 
loves every minute

If you're unhappy with what you’re earning, don t tell Don Wagner 
because he works for nothing and loves it. 
Last September Wagner’s quiet little world began to close tighter 
around him. There was trouble with his heart, two discs had to be 
removed from his back, both legs underwent major surgery. 
He also had another problem: It bothered him that he was receiving 
a pension under the federal military program and sitting there, in a 
sense, waiting for the discomforting sounds of the end — meanwhile 
doing nothing. 
“ I decided that you can t sit around feeling sorry for yourself, 
he 
said yesterday from his home on South Seventh Street. “ I volunteered 
my services to the schools and now I’m working and feeling better 
about everything." 
Wagner works at Martha Negus Orthopedic Center at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, four days a week; and late on Monday and Wednesday 
afternoons spends a little time at Miguelito School, where his wife 
teaches. 
"I figure it’s my way of repaying society for the medical pension I 
receive," he said, "So many people who are handicapped, sit around 
on their duffs feeling sorry for themselves. If they saw some of the 
courage displayed by the kids at Martha Negus, they’d realize they’re 
not so bad off themselves." 
At Martha Negus School. Wagner spends much of his time in physio­ 
therapy and the balance helping the handicapped youngsters make 
things out of wood. When he learned that he was to be classed 
permanently disabled, he took courses in woodworking at Lompoc 
High School and now is putting the skill to good use. 
All the kids address him as "Mr. Wagner, ’ and in turn he treats 
them as persons who deserve respect — and he knows each of their 
names, forward and backward. 
"There was one little kid that I took a liking to, maybe because he 
had such problems. I met him that first day coming off the bus, as I 
always do now. To break the ice. I stuck out my hand and told him 
When men are friends they shake hands. Now each morning when he 
arrives at school, he sees me and he sticks out his hand to shake 
mine,” Wagner recounted. 
Most of the kids are in wheel chairs, but they don’t complain. "One 
of the things I have heard many times from the Martha Negus 
youngsters,” Wagner recalls, "is i sure hope I get to walk someday," 
Wagner 
figures if he and some of the kids are lucky they'll have 
three or four of them walking this year.

Shuttle, MOL similarities noted

very coincidental that those are the 
exact measurements of the shuttle 
booster." 
"What they don’t know yet," Cook 
continued, "and haven’t started to 
analyze is whether the overall size 
of the shuttle will fit in that location, 
and they are going to look into that 
v ery 
p ro m p tly . 
I 
got 
th is 
information at the Pentagon." 
Cook 
o u tlin ed th a t 
m an y 
California congressmen with whom 
he has spoken favor the shuttle 
though, since the program is not up 
for appropriations yet. there is now 
little they can do to support it. 
"I get the feeling from some of

where the objections to the shuttle 
will arise, and they'll arise in the 
Senate.

New film script 


replays the Bible 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


Serious dram a touches life with reality and force—it 
has an authentic ring Some modern films are doing well 
because they have reached for the great themes of all 
life 
those found in the Bible People who are not familiar 
with scripture do not realize how much of what we hear 
and see in cinema has its basis in Biblical literature 
This does not mean a Biblical pageant—rather contem­ 
porary or even historic scenes that wrap themselves 
around truths that are centered in the Old and New Testa 
ment A recent movie, “ The Hired Hand,” is perhaps the 
best example of this art form. It is an excellent, entertain­ 
ing picture It is a western and that usually appeals to a 
broad audience But it is more than this—it is saturated 
with Biblical concepts, ideas and values worth the time 
of any Sunday School class anywhere. 
In “The Hired Hand.” Peter Fonda is a young cowboy- 
adventurer roaming the West with two friends They look 
like saddle-tramps, poking around bars and taverns, talk­ 
ing about California and the blue Pacific but never quite 
getting there They are stuck in Colorado or New Mexico 
and Fonda begins to grow weary of this camping out 
You realize that he is a runaway husband, having 
escaped wife and child for the pleasure of cards, girls 
and cooking out This life-style has grown thin and he 
allows that it is time for him to see his wife and face 
the music. A clear, painful prodigal son theme emerges 
Painful for him and tough for his wife who has looked 
after the ranch for seven or eight years 
Forgiveness, 
acceptance and understanding have to take place—on the 
part of each 
The Hired Hand” does not leave you with this prodigal 
son dram a for long Quickly you learn that Fonda's wife 
has been unfaithful during his absence—much to his 
shame and sorrow The whole community knows that his 
wife, well acted by Verna Bloom, has been operating the 
farm with an assortment of hired hands, who have bed­ 
room privileges as well as kitchen hand-outs 
Fonda has to face this knowledge publicly—and then, 
by announcement, states that he is in charge and no more 
hired help will be required One can quickly read the first 
three chapters of the prophet Hosoa and find a man buy 
ing back his wife from a public auction—she has become 
a harlot, up for sale This condition is essentially the 
same theme in The Hired Hand” and is dealt with openly 
and honestly. 
A third Biblical motif in this 1880 western (directed by 
Peter Fonda for Universal Pictures I is the practice of 
lev irate marriage described in Deut. 25:5-10 When broth­ 
ers live together and one of them dies, leaving no son. 
it is required that the older brother m arry the widow, 
his sister-in-law. Fonda's close friend. Warren Oates, 
assists the couple in their reestablishment of marriage 
and household. 
In a final episode, Fonda dies in an old grudge tight 
with outlaws in another community Oates returns to the 
ranch, taking up the chores, obligations, and hopes of 
this widow and her daughter 
It is a touching, moving 
conclusion and it is as old as the Bible—which is as fresh 
as tomorrow's film.

stubborn one. 
He's the type who’d lock 
up his doors if he was 
pushed far enough and there 
are some among the players 
who are that inclined to 
push 
As the attorneys like to 
say, there is equity on both 
sides in this case 
Marvin Miller, who heads 
the 
Players 
Association, 
points out the increase the 
players are asking would 
merely cover the rise in the 
cost of living, and when you 
work out the arithmetic that 
is quite true 
The owners, on the other 
hand, 
point 
to 
the 
tremendous salaries being 
paid the players and cite the 
fine pension plan and other 
benefits they now have. 
Most of the players to 


whom Ive spoken do not 
feel salaries have gotten out 
of hand That’s natural A 
number, however, say Vida 
Blue’s demand of $92,500 
from Oakland owner Charlie 
Finley is way out of line 
That isn't so natural. One 
ballplayer rarely criticizes 
another for asking anything 
— even the moon - just so 
long as the other player isn’t 
asking it of him 
Don't 
worry about Vida leaving, 
though He isn’t going tar 
Owners Fed Up 
All the owners I ve talked 
with tell me the re fed up 
Said one: 
“ I go along with Busch, 
Let ’em strike! If you keep 
giving them more, 
they 
keep coming back for more. 
A guy like Miller has to 
make a showing with the 
players to justify his salary 
Say baseball did close down 
a year. I say okay, let’s see 
what happens Look at what 
happened to Joe Namath 
when he was out almost a 
year. You seldom saw his 
picture 
in

anymore. There wasn’t the

thing, 
what makes some of these 
players think they can come 
back after a year's layoff? 
Particularly the older ones 
You saw what happened 
with Curt Flood, didn't you?

My own reaction is that 
the players show a tendency 
to forget they wouldn't have 
had an opportunity to make

money had not the 
owners invested their own 


capital in the first place. 
Similarly, 
the 
owners 
sometimes have a tendency 
to forget the public comes 
out solely to see the players. 
Key to Problems 
Right there could be the 
key to all the problems 
besetting not only baseball, 
but most other professional 
sports now — the public. 
I don't think either the 
players or the owners can be 
blamed for trying to make 
as much money as they can. 
That’s only human But if 
you trace the whole thing 
back far enough, here is a 
situation 
brought 
about 
strictly by the public or the 
fans. 
Fans shake their heads 
and cluck their tongues over 
the greediness of those in 
professional sports 
They 
rarely differentiate between 
the owners and the players, 
saying, in effect, a plague on 
both their houses. But these 


same tans still keep paying 
their money. By doing so. 
wittingly or not, they are 
giving their endorsement to 
both sides. 
The moment the fans stop 
coming out. I mean stop 
coming out at all, it’ll be a
